Williams, on behalf of the official 
administrator, made. application be- 
fore Sir Atholl MacGregor to pre- 
sume the death of Mr. James. Greig 
Mattheson Yuill, Chief Engineer of 


the lost ship. 


Mr. Williams said the death of 
Mr. Yuill might he said to have oe- 
curred on December 25, 1935, the 
day on which the ship was-last seen. 
An affidavit, sworn by Ng Man, 
former: manager of the Far East 
Shipping Company which had char- 
tered the lost S. S. Paringa, stated 
that deceased was engaged as chief 
engineer on November 5, 1935 to 
serve. in the “Paringa” from Ad- 
elaide to Japan. : 


CUT ADRIFT
